CHAPTER  41. 


An  Act  to  anioiHl  ‘-Tlie  Colonial  Attoriiies 
Relief  Act.'' 

[JOth  July,  1874.] 

WHEREAS  by  the  Colonial  Altornies  Relief  Act, 
certain  jirovisions  arc  made  for  regulating  the 
admission  of  .Vttornics  an.l  Solicitors  of  Colonial 
Courts  in  Her  Majesty’s  Superior  Courts  of  Law  and 
Equity  in  England  in  certain  cases,  and  it  is  con- 
sidered just  and  ciinitable  to  amend  the  said  Act: 

Re  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  Most  .E.\- 
ccllcnt  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  'rop.iporal,  and  Commons, 
in  this  pre.sent  Parliament  assembled,  and  bj'  the 
aiilhorily  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

1.  So  nnieli  of  the  Colonial  .\ttornics  Relief  Act  ns 
enacts  that  no  i>erson  shall  he  deemed  qualified  to  bO 
admitted  a.s  Attorney  or  Solicitor  midcr  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Act,  unless  he  shall  pas.s  au  c.xamination 
to  test  his  fitness  and  capacity,  and  shall  further 
make  alUdavit  that  he  has  ceased,  for  the  space  of 
twelve  calendar  months  at  the  least,  to  practise  as 
Vltorncy  or  Solicitor  in  any  Colonial  Court  of  Laiv, 
and  also  so  much  of  the  said  .Act  and  of  any  Orders 
and  Regulations  made  thereunder  a.s  relates  to  such 
c.xamination,  shall  not  ajiply  to  nor  shall  compliance 
therewith  respectively  be  rc(]uired  of  any  person 
seeking  to  he  admitted  as  Attorney  or  Solicitor  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  who  shall  have  been  in 
actual  practice  for  the  period  of  seven  years  at  the 
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least  as  Attorney  or  Solicitor  in  any  Colony  or  De- 
pendency as  to  which  an  Order  in  Council  has  been, 
or  may  be,  made  as  mentioned  in  the  said  Act,  and 
who  shall  have  served  under  articles  and  passed  an 
c.\aniination  previously  to  his  admission  as  Attorney 
and  Solicitor  in  any  such  Colony' or  Dependency. 

2.  The  cxiiressiou  “The  Colonial  Attornies  Relict 
Act,”  shall  henceforth  be  deemed  to  include  this  Act.

Present  : 

The  QfKKN’.s  Most  E.vcellent  .Majesty  in  Council. 
TIJ'IIKREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
W passed  in  tlic  .Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-third  ami  thirty'-fourth  years  of  the  Reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  “ An  Act  for 
amending  the  Law  relating  to  the  E.xtrndition  of 
Criminals,”  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
Foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  any  fugitive  criminals.  Her  Majesiy  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Act  shall  apply 
in  the  case  of  suoh  Foreign  State  ; and  that  Her 
Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order, 
limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same 
to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being 
in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  specified  in 
the  Order,  and  render  the  operation  thereof  subject 
to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifications  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient : 

And  whereas  a Treaty  ivas  concluded  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  June,  last,  between  Her  .Majesty  and 
the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  for  the  Mutual  Extra- 
dition of  Fugitive  Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the 
terms  following  : — 

Her  .Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  Majesty  the  King 
of  the  Netherlands,  having  judged  it  expedient,  with 
a view  to  the  better  administration  of  justice  and  to 
the  prevention  of  crime  between  the  two  Countries, 
that  persons  charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes 
Iiereinafter  enumerated,  and  being  fugitives  from 
justice,  should,  under  certain  circumstances,  be  re- 
ciprocally delivered  up,  their  said  Majesties  have 
named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a Treaty 
for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Honorable  Sir  Edward 
Alfred  John  Harris,  a Vice-Admiral  in  Her  Majesty’s 
Royal  Navy,  Knight  Comniaiider  of  the  Most 
Honorable  Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  .Majesty’s  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  ; 

And  His  "Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  M. 
Joseph  Lodewyck  Hendrik  Alfred  Baron  Gericke  van 
Herwyiien,  Commander  of  the  Order  of  the  Netherland 
Lion,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Oaken  Crown  of 
Luxemburg,  &c.,  &c.,  His  Majesty’s  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  ; and  XI.  Gerrit  de  Vries,  Commander 
of  the  Order  of  the  Netherland  Lion,  Ilis  Majesty’s 
Minister  of  Justice. 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  jiowers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
articles ; — 

ARTICLE  I. 

It  is  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  shall,  on  requi- 
sition made  in  their  name  by  their  respective  Diplo- 
matic Agents,  deliver  up  to  each  other  reciprocally, 
any  persons  who,  being  accused  or  convicted  of  any 
of  the  crimes  hereinafter  specified,  committed  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  requiring  party,  shall  be  found 
within  the  territories  of  the  other  party. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  be 
granted  are  the  following  : — 

1.  Murder  (including  assassination,  parricide,  in- 
fanticide, and  poisoning),  or  attempt  to  murder. 


2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgery,  counterfeiting,  or  altering  of  public  or 
private  documents,  including  forgery,  counterfeiting, 
or  altering  of  paper  money,  bank  notes,  or  other 
public  securities. 

0.  Embezzlement  or  larceny,  comprehending  any 
larceny  that  by  the  Netherland  Penal  Law  is  not 
considered  as  “ vol  simple.” 

0.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  bj'  false  pretences, 
including  the  crimes  desigtiated  in  the  Netherland 
Penal  Law  as  peculation,  abstraction,  or  misapplica- 
tion by  bailees  or  public  accountants. 

7.  Crimes  against  Bankruptcy  Law  which  by  the 
.Netherland  Penal  Law  are  considered  as  fraudulenC 
bankruptcy. 

8.  Perjury. 

!).  Rape. 

10.  .\rson. 

The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa^ 
tion  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes,  provided  such 
participation  be  punishable  by  the  laws  of  both  the 
contracting  parties. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  subject  of  the  Netherlands  shall  be  given  up  by 
the  Government  of  the  Netherlands  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom;  and  no  subject  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  Govern- 
ment thereof  to  the  Government  of  the  Netherlands. 

With  reference  to  the  apidication  to  the  present 
Treaty,  are  comprised  in  the  denomination  of  “sub- 
jects,” not  only  naturalized  citizens  of  the  country, 
but  also  such  foreigners,  as  according  to  the  laws  ofc" 
either  of  the  contracting  parties,  are  assimilated  to 
subjects,  as  well  as  such  foreigners,  who  being  domi- 
ciled in  the  country,  and  having  married  a citizen 
thereof,  have  one  or  more  children  by  that  marriage 
born  there. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person, 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  the  Netherlands,  has  already  been 
tried  and  dischaiged  or  punished,  or  is  still  under- 
trial,  in  the  Netherlands  or  in  the  United  Kingdona, 
respectively,  for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition, 
is  demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  Netherlands, 
should  be  under  examination  for  any  other  crime  iu 
the  Netherlands  or  in  the  United  Kingdom,  respect- 
ively, his  extradition  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
conclusion  of  the  trial,  and  the  full  execution  of  any 
punishment  awarded  to  him. 

The  extradition  shall  also  be  deferred  if  the  person 
claimed  should  be  detained  for  debt  by  a sentence;- 
passed  before  the  requisition  for  the  surrender,  under 
the  laws  of  the  country  where  he  shall  be  found. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if,  subsequently 
to  the  commission  of  the  crime,  or  the  institution  of 
the  penal  prosecution,  or  the  conviction  thereon, 
exemption  from  prosecution  or  punishment  has  been 
acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according  to  the  laws  oC 
the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be.  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded 
is  one  of  a political  character,  or  if  he  proves  that  the 
requisition  for  his  surrender  has  in  fact  been  made 
with  a view  to,  tr}'  or  to  punish  him  for  an  offence  of 
a political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A person  surrendered  can,  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison,  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime  oi- 
on  account  of  any  other  matters  than  those  for  whicli 
the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place,  tintil  he  has. 
been  restored  or  has  had  the  opportunity  of  returning 
to  the  country  from  whence  he  has  surrendered. 

The  period  of  one  month  shall  be  considered  as  the 
limit  of  the  period  during  which  the  prisoner  may, 
with  a view  of  securing  the  benefits  of  this  Article, 
return  to  the  country  from  whence  he  was  sur- 
rendered. 

This  stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed 
after  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties,  respectively. 
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The  requisition  for  the  o.\lni<lition  of  lui  accuseil 
j.«rson  must  be  nccoinpiuiieU  by  ii  warrant  of  arrest 
issued  by  tl»e  competent  aulliority  of  the  State  re- 
■«)uiring  the  extradition,  and  by  sueli  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  accuseil 
is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
l)ecn  committed  there. 

If  the  re(|uisition  relates  to  .n  per.son  already  con- 
victedj  it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence  of 
condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  jierson  by 
the  competent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes  the 
requisition  for  extradition. 

A requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded  on 
.sentences  passed  in  cunlumaciam. 

ARTICLE  l.\;. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  tlie  comiiotent 
authorities  oi  the  State  applied  to  shall  proceed  to 
the  arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a com- 
fteteut  -Magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him  and  to  con- 
duct the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  case, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  he  is 
found. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
c.xpiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  committal,  and 
then  only  if  the  evidence  produced  in  due  time  be 
ibund  sulficicnt  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State 
applied  to. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

A fugitive  criminal  may,  however,  be  apprehended 
tinder  a warrant  issued  by  any  Police  .Magistrate, 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority 
in  either  country,  on  such  information  or  complaint, 
und  such  evidence,  or  after  such  proceedings  as 
■would,  iu  the  opinion  of  the  person  issuing  the  war- 
rant, justify  the  issue  of  a warrant,  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  or  the  prisoner  convicted,  in  that 
part  of  tlie  dominions  of  the  two  contracting  Parties 
in  which  he  exercises  jurisdiction  : Provided  however 
that,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  accused  shall,  in 
J5uch  case,  be  sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a 
Police  .Magistrate  in  London.  He  shall  be  discharged 
as  well  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  in  the  Netherlands, 
if,  within  fourteen  days,  a requisition  shall  not  have 
been  made  for  his  surrender  by  the  Diplomatic  Agent 
t)f  his  countrv. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

If,  in  any  criminal  matter,  pending  in  any  Court 
or  Tribunal  of  one  of  the  two  countries,  it  is  thought 
*lesirable  to  take  the  evidence  of  any  witness  in  the 
other,  such  evidence  may  be  taken  by  the  judicial 
authorities  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  force  on 
this  subject  in  the  country  where  the  witness  may  be. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

AH  articles  seized,  which  were  in  the  possession  cf 
■the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  rhe  time  of  his  ap- 
prehension, shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  the 
•State  a[)plied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the 
delivery  thereof,  be  given  uj>  when  the  extradition 
takes  place  ; and  the  said  delivery  shall  extend  not 
merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but  to  everything  that 
may  serve  as  a proof  of  the  crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  jior.son  to 
l)e  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  till  placed  on 
board  shij),  as  well  as  for  the  reimbursement  of  the 
expenses  incurred  in  taking  the  evidence  of  any 
witness  in  consequence  of  A rticle  X II,  and  in  giving 
up  and  I'cturning  seized  articles.  They  reciprocally 
agree  to  bear  such  expenses  themselves. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  dny.s 
after  its  publication  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
lirescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the  liigli 
Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force  for 
six  months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its  term- 
ination. 

The  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
shall  be  exchanged  at  the  Hague  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries 
have  signed  the  same,  and  have  aflix<*d  thereto  the 
seal  of  their  arms.

Ati  Act  respecting  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  provision  should  be 
made,  extending  to  all  Canada,  for  the  punish- 
ment of  Cruelty  to  .Animals:  Therefore,  Her  .Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  Whosoever,  wantonly,  cruelly,  or  unnecessarily, 
beats,  binds,  illtreats,  abuses  or  tortures  any  Horse, 
Marc,  Gelding,  Bull,  Ox,  Cow,  Heifer,  Steer,  Calf, 
■Mule,  .Vss,  Sheep,  Lamb,  Pig,  or  other  Cattle,  or  any 
Poultry,  or  any  Dog,  or  Domestic  .Animal  or  Bird,  or 
whosoever  driving  any  cattle  or  other  animal,  is,  by 
negligence  or  ill-usage  in  the  driving  thereof,  the 
means  whereby  an}'  mischief,  damage  or  injury  13 
done  by  any  such  cattle  or  other  animal,  shall  upon 
being  convicted  of  any  or  cither  of  the  said  offences 
before  any  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  District, 
County  or  place  in  which  the  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted, for  every  such  ofl’ence  forfeit  and  pay  (over 
and  above  the  amount  of  the  damage  or  injury,  if  any, 
done  thereby,  which  damage  or  injury  shall  and  may 
be  ascertained  and  awardeii  by  such  Justice,)  such  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  dollar.s,  nor  less  than 
one  dollar  with  costs,  as  to  such  Justice  seems  meet. 

2.  The  offender  shall  in  default  of  payment  bo 
committed  to  the  common  gaol  or  other  place  of  con- 
finement, for  the  district,  county,  or  place  in  which 
the  oflence  was  committed,  there  to  be  imprisoned 
for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

.3.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  jirevent  or 
abridge  any  remedy  by  action  against  the  offender  or 
his  employer  where  the  amount  of  the  dninage  is  not 
sought  to  be  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  .Act. 

4.  When  any  oflence  against  this  Act  is  committed, 
an}’  constable  or  other  police  officer,  nr  the  owner  of 
any  such  cattle,  animal,  or  poultry,  upon  view  there- 
of, or  upon  the  information  of  any  other  person  (who 
shall  dechire  bis  or  their  name  or  names  and  place  or 
jilaces  of  abode  to  the  said  constable  or  other  peace 
officer)  may  seize  and  secure  by  the  authority  of  tiii.s 
.Act,  and  forthwith,  and  without  any  other  authority 
or  warrant,  may  convey  any  such  ofTendcr  before  :v 
.iuslice  of  the  Peace  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
offence  has  been  committed,  to  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  law. 

!).  If  any  person  npjirehcnded  for  having  committed 
any  offence  against  this  .Act  refuses  to  discover  his 
name  and  place  of  abode  to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
before  whom  he  is  brought,  such  person  shall  be 
immediately  delivered  over  to  a constable  or  other 
pence  officer,  and  shall  by  him  be  conveyed  to  the 
common  gaol  or  place  of  confinement  for  the  district, 
county,  or  j)lnce  within  which  the  offence  has  been 
committed,  or  in  which  the  offender  has  been  appre- 
hended, there  to  remain  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
one  month,  or  until  he  makes  known  his  name  and 
place  of  abode  to  the  said  Justice. 

6.  The  prosecution  of  every  oflence  punishable 
under  this  Act  must  be  commenced  within  three 
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montlis  next  after  the  comTnlssion  of  tlic  offence,  and 
not  otherwise'. 

'7.  Every  offence  against  any  of  tlie  sections  of  this 
Act  is  a niisdonieanor,  ami  may  fje  ])unishc<l  as  such 
or  may  be  ))rosecute(l  in  the  manner  dircctctl  by  tlie 
Act  respcctimj  the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  out  of 
iSessious,  in  relation  to  summari/  convictions  and  orders, 
60  far  as  no  provision  is  licreby  made  for  any  matter 
or  tiling  winch  may  be  required  to  bo  done  with 
respect  to  .such  ])rosecution;  and  all  tlie  provisions 
contained  in  the  said  -\ct  shall  be  apjdicable  to  such 
prosecutions,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  wore  in- 
corporated ill  this  Act. 

8.  All  [leeuniary  penalties  recovered  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act,  shall  be  divided, 
paid  and  distributed  in  the  folkiWing  manner,  that  is 
to  say;  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  Corporation  of  the 
city,  town,  village,  township,  parish  or  place  in  which 
tile  ofl’ence  was  committed,  and  the  other  moiety, 
with  full  costs,  to  the  jierson  who  informed  and  pro- 
secuted for  the  sanie,  or  to  such  other  person  as  to 
such  Justice  seems  propei. 

0.  Eveiw .sum  of  money  ascertained,  and  awarded, 
adjudged,  by  anv  Justice  of  the  I’eace  under  this  Act 
to  bo  paid  as  the  amount  of  any  damage  or  injury 
occasioned  by  the  commission  ot  any  of  the  offences 
bercinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person 
who  has  sustained  such  damage  or  injury. 

10.  Vi'liore  the  W(«al  “cattle”  is  used  in  this  Act 
it  sliall  have  t he  meaning  assigned  to  it  in  the  Act 
respecting  larceny  and  other  similar  offences. 

11.  This  .Act  shall  commence  and  take  effect  upon, 
from  and  after  the  first  daj'  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

Sir, — I have  the  honor  to  transmit  a copy  of  an 
Act,  37  and  38  Victoria,  cap  27,  which  has  jiassed 
this  Session,  intituled  “An  Act  to  regulate  the 
-“sentences  imposed  by'  Colonial  Courts  v,-herc  juris- 
■“  diction  to  try'  is  conferred  by  Imperial  Acts.” 

2.  As  your  are  aware  jurisdiction  is  given  by 
certain  Imperial  Acts,  as,  for  instance,  0 Ccorge  4, 
cap.  83,  section  4,  and  12  and  13  Victoria,  cap.  9G, 
to  Coloniai  Courts  to  try  offences  committed  beyond 
the  jurisdiction  of  those  Courts,  and  the  persons  con- 
victed are  made  liable  to  suffer  such  punishment  as 
by'  any  law  or  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  such  -Vets,  they  would  have  been  liable  to  if  the 
offence  had  been  committed  and  tried  in  England. 

,3.  Difficulties  have  recently  arisen,  both  in  Victoria 
and  Malta,  in  deciding  what  sentences  could  be 
passed  upon  persons  tried  and  convicted  in  the 
Colonial  Courts  for  offences  committed  out  of  the 
Colonics,  but  made  triable  within  them  liy  Imperial 
Act;  and  the  Act  now  transmitted  has  been  passed 
with  a view  to  prevent  any  such  questions  arising  for 
the  future. 

4.  The  Act  provides  that  such  punishment  may  be 
inflicted  in  such  cases  as  might  have  been  inflicted  if 
the  ofl'ences  had  been  committed  within  the  Colony. 

5.  The.  Act  also  includes  cases,  if  any,  where 
offences,  if  committed  within  the  local  jurisdiction  of 
a Colonial  Court,  are  by  Imperial  Act  made  punish- 
able according  to  the  Law  of  England. 

6.  Moreover,  special  provision  is  made  at  the  end 
of  the  third  section  to  meet  the  case  of  an  offence  not 
punishable  by  tlie  Law  of  the  Colony  in  which  the 
trial  takes  jilacc;  and  the  Colonial  Court  is  in  such 
case  empowered  to  impose  such  punishment  (other 
than  capital  imnishment)  as  shall  seem  to  the  Court 
most  nearly'  to  corrcsiiond  to  the  punishment  to 
■which  .such  iierson  would  have  been  liable  in  case 
such  crime  or  offence  had  been  tried  in  England. 

7.  These  cases  will,  probably,  be  of  rare  occurence; 
but  it  was  thought  desirable  to  embrace  all  possible 


cases,  anil  to  make  the  legislation  upon  the  subject 
final  and  complete. 

8.  The  usual  steps  shou'd  be  taken  to  make  tb«» 
pro\  isions  of  this  Act  known  in  the  Colony  under 
your  Oovcrumcnt.

CHAPTER  27. 

-\n  Aet  to  roo'iiltito  the  Sciitcuccs  imposed 
Ijv  Colonial  Cotivts  tvhere  jurisdiction  to 
try  i.s  coiitcrrcd  l»y  Imjtcritil  Acts. 

[30fA  June,  1874.J 

WHEREAS  by  certain  Acts  of  Parliament  juris- 
diction is  conferred  on  courts  in  Her  Majesty’s 
Colonies  to  try  jicrsons  charged  with  certain  crime.-* 
or  offencc.s,  and  doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  proper 
sentences  to  be  impo.sed  upon  conviction  of  such 
persons  ; and  it  is  expedient  to  remove  such  doubts  : 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  Excellent  Alajesty, 
by'  and  with  the  advice  apd  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by'  the  authority  of  the 
same,  ns  follo'.vs.' 

Short  Title. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  The 
Courts  (Colonial)  Jurisdiction  Act,  1874. 

Definition  of  term  “ Colony.” 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  -V.ct, — 

The  term  “Colony”  shall  not  include  any  places 
within  the  Pnited  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or 
the  Channel  Islands,  but  shall  include  such  ter- 
ritories as  may  for  the  time  being  be  vested  in 
Her  Majesty  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament 
for  the  Government  of  India,  and  any'  plantation, 
territory,  or  settlement  situate  elsewhere  within 
Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  and  subject  to  the 
same  local  government ; and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act,  all  plantations,  territories,  and  settle- 
ments under  a central  legislature  shall  bo.  deemed 
to  be  one  Colony  under  the  same  local  govern- 
ment. 

At  trials  in  any  colonial  courts  by  virtue  of  Imperial 
Acts,  courts  cmpotcercd  to  pass  sentences  as  if  crimes 
hud  been  committed  in  the  Colony. 

3.  When,  by  virtue  of  any  -Act  of  Parliament  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  passed,  a person  is  tried  in  a Court 
of  any  Colony'  for  any  crime  or  offence  coramitte«l 
upon  the  high  seas  or  elsewhere  out  of  the  territorial 
limits  of  such  Colony  and  of  the  local  jurisdiction  of 
such  Court,  or  if  committed  -within  such  local  juris- 
diction made  punishable  by  that  Act,  such  person 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  such  punishment 
as  might  have  been  inflicted  upon  him  if  the  crime  or 
olfence  had  been  committed  within  the  limits  of  such 
Colony  and  of  the  local  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  and 
to  no  other,  anything  in  any'  Act  to  the  coutrary  not- 
withstanding ; Provided  always,  that  if  the  crime  or 
offence  is  a crime  or  offence  not  punishable  by  the 
law  of  the  Colony  in  which  the  trial  takes  place,  the 
person  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  such  puish- 
nient  (other  than  capital  punishment)  as  shall  seem 
to  the  Court  most  nearly  to  correspond  to  the  punish- 
ment to  which  such  ])crson  would  have  been  liable  in 
case  such  crime  or  otteiice  had  been  tried  in  England.

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion, appointed  by  Your  E.xcclicncy,  on  the  l.'ith  day 
of  March  last,  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  liie 
allegations  of  the  Honorable  Member  for  Nanaimo,  viz: 
“That  prominent  members  of  the  late  and  present 
“ Government  were  in  a ring  to  acquire  possession  of 
“ Texada  Island.,  in  a manner  prejudicial  to  the  in- 

tcrcsts  of  the  public  beg,  unanimously,  to  report 
that,  on  the  24th  JIarch,  under  and  by  virtue  of  such 
Commission,  they  held  an  open  Court  at  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  for  that  ])urpo.se,  and 
continued  to  hold  such  open  Court,  by  various  sittings, 
until  the  18th  day  of  April,  when  thet’’  adjourned  their 
sittings  to  New  W’e.stminstor,  for  the  greater  facility 
of  obtaining  evidence  and  continuing  the  investiga- 
tion there. 

That  they  held  an  open  Court  at  the  Court  House 
in  New  W'^estniinstcr,  by  varion.?  sittinges,  until  the 
27th  day  of  April,  when  they  rc-adjonrued  to  the  City 
of  Victoria,  re-opened  the  said  Court  there,  and  con- 
tinued the  investigations,  by  various  sittings,  until 
the  Gth  instant. 

That,  at  .-ueh  sittings,  the  three  Commissioners 
were  .all  present,  except  on  one  occ.tsion,  viz.,  the 
20th  d.ay  of  August,  at  Victoria,  when  an  cmiuiry  was 
held  belbrc  the  Honorable  -Messrs.  Crease  and  Gray, 
as  to  the  mode  of  examination,  b^-  interrogatories,  of 
Mr.  DeCosmos,  a witness  then  absent  at  Ottawa,  the 
Chief  Justice  on  that  occasion  not  being  iiresont, 
owing  to  his  having  gone  to  Cassiar  on  circuit. 

That  at  these  various  sittings,  of  which  ]>ublic 
notice  w.is  alway.s  given  in  the  ncwspajiers  in  A'ictoria, 
the  Honorable  .Member  for  .Nanaimo,  .Mr.  Robson,  was 
always  iiresent,  and  was  afforded  every  ojiportunity, 
by  examination  and  cross-examination  of  the  wit- 
nesses, and  by  suggestion  and  argument,  to  promote 
the  enquiry  and  establish  the  charge. 

That,  in  the  course  of  the  examination,  an  inquisi- 
torial latitude  was  allowed,  exceeding  the  extent  of 
permission  ever  granted  in  Courts  of  Law  governed 
by  the  rules  of  legal  evidence. 

That  all  persons  who  were  alleged  as  being  able  to 
give  information  touching  the  subject  of  enquiry,  or 


whosu  names  were  suggested  to  the  Conunissioner.--, 
were  .sub])cmiaed  as  witnesses,  and  examined  aiult 
cross-examined. 

'fhatall  books  of  account,  or  business  of  the  per- 
sons or  firms,  in  which  it  was  .asserted  that  inforuia- 
lion  could  be  found,  were  ordered  to  be  produced, 
were  produccil  and  inspected. 

'I  hat  persons  who  were  bej'ond  the  jurisdiction  ol' 
the  I’rovince,  and  who,  it  was  stated,  were  inculpateif 
in  the  charge,  or  were  alleged  to  be  capable  of  giving 
information,  were  examined  by  interrogatories  pre- 
pared by  the  Commissioners,  of  which  cojiies  were, 
j before  being  .<ent,  read  in  open  Court,  or  otherwisw 
Isubmittedto  the  .Member  for  Nanaimo,  for  an}’  sug- 
gestions he  might  make,  points  to  which  he  might, 
desire  the  cmiuiry  to  be  directed,  or  any  parlicula?’ 
question  he  might  wish  to  put. 

That  all  jiarties  were  invited  to  come  forward  and 
submit  to  the  Commissioners  any  information  they 
could  give,  that  would  aid  in  arriving  at  the  truth. 

'fhat  -Messrs.  AValkem,  Beaven,  DeCosmos,  Robson, 
and  the  other  witnesses  in  British  Columbia  were 
examined  and  cross-examined  on  oath  ; Sir  John 
-Macdonald,  Dr.  Tapper,  and  .Mr.  Sproat,  witnesses 
beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Province,  on  interroga- 
tories  not  under  oath. 

That  ail  sources  of  enquiry,  within  their  reach  or 
under  their  control,  having  been  now  exhausted,  and 
the  evidence  produced,  duly  weighed  and  considered, 
they  find  and  report,  that  the  truth  of  the  allegations: 
aforesaid,  so  far  as  the  same  refer  to  the  good  govern- 
ment of  tliis'Province,  or  reflect  uiion  the  conduct  of 
ail}-  part  of  the  imblic  business  thereof,  has  not  beeu- 
proved  ; and  that  no  evidence  has  been  produced 
before  them  to  show  “ that  prominent  or  any  members 
“ of  the  late  and  present  Goverument  v.-ere  in  a ‘ring’ 
“ to  acquire  possession  of  Texada  Island,  in  amanner 
“ prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  public.” 

And  they  beg  further  to  rciiort,  that  although  there 
were  circumstances  a))parently  sus)>icious  attending 
the  pre-emptions  in  Texada  Island  in  August,  1873, 
yet,  in  their  opinion,  upon  a thorough  examination, 
of  those  circumstances,  there  is  ro  sufficient  ground 
to  believe  that  an}’’  member  of  the  late  or  present. 
Government,  either  by  himself,  or  in  unlawful  or 
dishonorable  combination  with  any  other  jierson,  has 
attempted  to  acquire  possession  of  the  whole  or  of  any 
part  of  Texada  Island,  in  a manner  prejudicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  public. 

They  submit  herewith  the  evidence  taken,  the  cor- 
respondence produced  and  passed  between  all  parties 
connected  with  the  enquiry,  and  the  interrogatories 
sent  to  the  persons  abroad,  with  their  replies.
